SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Eros 14 XXX Women (also known as XXX Women) is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

Eros 14 XXX Women is a book in comic format with themes of sexual aggression, 
submission, and female sexual power. The themes are placed within a futuristic 
context of genetically modified super sexual humans. 

The book has been given an objectionable classification because it promotes and 
supports the use of violence and coercion to compel any person to participate in, and 
submit to, sexual conduct, and, acts of torture and the infliction of extreme violence 
and extreme cruelty. The book promotes and supports these activities by containing 
stories that involve women being forced into sexual activity with large numbers of men 
and the presentation of extreme violence and torture with a strong sexual focus. The 
book also promotes and supports the use of urine in association with degrading and 
dehumanising conduct as well as sexual conduct, by presenting for sexual 
entertainment the use of urine during sexual activity and the use of urine to humiliate 
someone during sex. The Classification Office considers that these activities are of 
such an extent, manner and degree as to render the publication objectionable. The 
mitigating factors of the comic book format, the futuristic context, and the message of 
female dominance do not outweigh the nature of the depictions. 
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The Classification Office has considered the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) in relation to Eros 14 XXX Women. However, the book promotes and 
supports several s3(2) criteria under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993, deeming the publication objectionable. The Classification Office considers 
that a classification of objectionable is a reasonable limit on the freedom of expression 
under s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
